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FOREWORD 

In accordance with Section 215.32, Florida Statutes, the financial accounts of the State of Florida 
covering all receipts and disbursements are maintained through the use of five funds, namely: 

GENERAL REVENUE — All moneys available for the general operation of the State government 
collected from taxes, licenses, fees, charges, sales, transfers from special funds, and moneys from every 
other source whatsoever except as otherwise provided by law. \ 

STATE AGENCIES— AH moneys collected under laws of the State of Florida from taxes, licenses. 
fees, and charges levied and collected for the operation of regulatory boards, commissions, or other 
similar agencies, or for a specific purpose of such agency. 

GENERAL INSPECTION — AH moneys collected from licenses, fees, and charges for inspection 
and regulation from all sources collected by or through the Department of Agriculture. 

STATE ROAD — All revenue collected under the laws of the State of Florida and all moneys re- 
ceived from the Federal Government for road purposes and any other funds received under the 
authority of law for the construction and maintenance of state roads. 

TRUST — All funds coming to the State from every source whatsoever of a trust nature, to be 
properly accounted for and held in trust until disbursed as provided in the biennial appropriation 
bill or as provided in the trust provisions under which such moneys are received. 

As provided in Section 215.01, Florida Statutes, the fiscal year of the State of Florida begins 
on the first day of July and ends on the thirtieth day of June. Therefore, all exhibits, schedules, or 
statements shown in this report are for the period July 1, 1955. to June 30, 1956, unless otherwise 
indicated. 

Pursuant to Chapter 216, Florida Statutes, unless otherwise provided by law, the disbursment 
of moneys from all five funds is subject to the approval of the State Budget Commission. This 
Commission is composed of the Governor, Comptroller, Treasurer, Attorney General, Secretary of 
State, Commissioner of Agriculture, and Superintendent of Public Instruction. Disbursements are 
also subject to authorization of a Legislative Biennial Appropriation Act (Chapter 29966, Laws of 
Florida, 1955), other Legislative acts, or provisions of the State Constitution. 

Exhibit C is an abstract of the cash accounts maintained by the State Treasurer for all five 
funds, including cash balance as of July 1, 1955, receipts and disbursements during 1955-1956, and 
cash balance available on June 30, 1956. 

Schedule 1 of Exhibit B lists revenue from all sources, by fund and department, including inter- 
fund transfers and refunds. Schedule 1 of Exhibit A is a statement of actual revenue received, 
excluding inter-fund transfers and refunds. 

The statement, General Revenue Fund Appropriations, indicates by statute and chapter number 
all appropriations available during the 1955-1956 fiscal year, from which General Revenue Fund 
disbursements may be made. Exhibit D reflects in detail total expenditures from the General Revenue 
Fund in accordance with such authorizations. 

Schedule 1 of Exhibit E is a statement of disbursements by fund, department, and function, and\ 
includes disbursements from the General Revenue Fund as shown by Exhibit D. \
